Its earned surplus at the end of 
1948 resulting from operations, is 
at the second highest point in the 
company’s history. 
estimated at more than $3,300,000, 
is slightly in excess of the total 
paid out in diyidends in the last 
three years. 

Unlike some public utilities, 
Public Service Co. has s 
gross operating revenue keep pace 
with its expenses, as business 
swelle@ and inflation increased 
costs. Last year’s company-esti- 
mated revenue of Public Service 
Co. was 103.5 per cent higher than 

. Corresrondingly, last year’s 
company-est iated operating ex- 
penses were 103.2 per cent above 


1939. 
Zacht Tear But One. 

Both income and expenses rose 
year by year, except that both 
dropped somewhat in 1947. The 
company increased the charge for 
passes Aug. 3, 1947, and eliminated 
cut rate fare tokens last April 25. 
Its latest wage increase, estimated 
to cost $1,400,000,000 a year, took 
effect Jan. }. 

The new fare schedule, to be 
heard by the Missouri Public 
Service Commission starting next 
Wednesday, would add $2,600,000 a 
year to 33 the company esti- 
mates. It calls for a 12-cent cash 
fare instead of 10 cents, with three 
tokens for 35 cents, and higher 
rates on passes. 

It is the company’s strong con- 
tention that riding will fall off 
markedly this year and that oper- 
ating expenses will continue to 
rise. 


Public Service Co. was bankrupt 
for six and one-half years. after 
the depth of the big depression of 
the early 30s.

In the sante time, however, Pub- 
Tic Service Co. has been modern- 
izirg its equipment extensively and 
making a sharp changeover from 
emphasis on electric trolley cars 
to gasoline busses in its service. 
Tt has extended its route mileage 
by 17 per cent since 1939, ' 

In 1939 and 1940 net operating 
revenue was insiffficient to cover 
the interest charges, resulting in 
relatively small deficits. Hence 
there were no dividends in those 
years, nor the next year, 1941, in 
which there was a small profit to 
start the operating surplus. The 
wat made business boom, due to 
the twin circumstances of heavy 
employment in business and indus- 
try and rationing of gasoline for 
private automobiles. Inflation be-

Other chains participating in 
the program were the Columbia 
Broadcasting System, the Ameri- 
can Broadcasting Co. and the 
Dumont network. KSD-TV has a 
working agreement with all 
chains. 

“Highway of Sight.” 

Wayne Coy, chairman of the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion, spoke and was seen from 
Washington. He compared the 
technical move of linking the two 
networks with the opening of the 
overland trails, the westward push 
of settlers and the later ex- 
pansion of radio in the 1920s, 

“Through the electronics of tele- 
vision,” he said, “we have con- 
structed a highway of sight and 
sound from the Atlantic Ocean 
to the Mississippi.” 

He indicated that progress 
could be expected until the Pa- 
cific Coast was reached and tied 
to the enlarged network and said 
“this will help to unify our nation 
and perfect our democracy.” 

Niles Trammell, president of 
NBC, speaking from New York, 
where most of the program orig- 
inated, termed the opening of the 
cable “a tremendous stride to- 
ward better understanding among 
all Americans” and said he looked 
forward eagerly to the time when 
any person in any part of the 
country could see almost any 
event as it occurred. 

Mark Woods, president of A.B.C., 
drew a comparison with the driv- 
ing of the golden spike linking the 
nation's first transcontinental rail- 


4 road. Allen B. Dumont, head of 


the chain bearing his name, said 
“television is here to stay,” but 
Frank Stanton of C.B.S. warned 
that the cable was only as good 
as the programs it carried. 
Telecast by 30 Stations. 

The program was telecast by 30 
stations in the 14 cities, which 
include New York, Boston, Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore, Washington, 
Pittsburgh and Richmond in the 
eastern network, and Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, Detroit, Cleveland, Toledo, 
Buffalo, and St. Louis in the 
Middle West. 

There are at least 1,000,000 tele- 
vision receivers in areas covered 
by the enlarged network, includ- 
ing about 16,000 in the St. Louis 
district, Union Electric Co. of Mis- 
souri has estimated. KSD-TV will 
carry N.B.C. television network 
programs, including the inaugura- 
tion of President Truman next 
Jan. 20. It also will obtain pro- 
grams on occasion from the other 
chains. 

“Prior to the network show, 
KSD-TV presented a special pro- 
gram marking the occasion. May- 
or Aloys P. Kaufmann expressed 
gratification because St. Louis 
was a charter member of the new 
network and praised the “civic 
mindedness and foresight of the 
Post-Dispatch, KSD-TV and mem- 
bers of their staffs.”

Federal Court Consent 
Order Aims at Ending 
Trade Restraint on 
British Patents. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 12 (UP)—An 
anti-trust consent decree ending 
an alleged cartel arrangement re- 
straining trade in the television 
industry was agreed to in United 
States District Hurt today. 

Under the decree Paramount 
Television Productions, Inc., a 
wholly-owned subsidiary of Para- 
mount Pictures, and the General 
Precision Equipment Corp., af- 
filiated with Twentieth Century- 
Fox, must divest themselves of all 
stock interests and control of Sco- 
phony Corp. of America. 

Scophony of America, according 
to a Government suit filed Dec. 18, 
1945, was formed by the other 
two firms to control British tele- 
vision patents in this hemisphere. 

The decree also requires Para- 
mount Television and General Pre- 
cision to terminate exclusive li- 
censes they held in Scophony 
patents and processes and to li- 
cense directly any applicants in 
the television field on a reasonable 
royalty basis. 

The suit charged 
American companies with con- 
spiring with Scophony, Ltd., a 
British firm, to divide the world 
into eastern and western hemis- 
pheres f control. ' 

Scophony patents for large- 
screen television, it was charged, 
were used in England about eight 
months before the outbreak of the 
war in 1939. The machines were 
employed in motion picture houses 
to record sporting events and 
news events. | 

The patents, it was stated, also 
permit large-size viewing screens 
for use in aomes and schools and 
may be applied to radar and avia- 
tion direction finding apparatus. 

The Government charged that 
under the arrangement Para- 
mount Television and General 
Precision refused to exploit the 
patents and kept the Scophony 
Corp. from exploiting them.

FRUIT, VEGETABLE 
PRICES UP AFTER 
FREEZE IN WEST 


Retail Increases Quickly Fol- 
low Advances in Whole- 
sale Market. 


Retail prices of staple vegeta- 
bles and fruits rose sharply today 
as a result of freezing conditions 
in the states where they are pro- 
duced and transportation difficul- 


ties caused by heavy snowfalls in 
the Rocky Mountain and midwest- 
ern states. The retail prices re- 
flect rises in the wholesale mar- 
ket. 

A spokesman for a large chain 
store company said the housewife 
today will find carrots sell for a 
penny more a bunch. A day or so 
ago a bunch .cost a dime. The 
same thing is true of radishes 
which now sell at two bunches for 
15 cents as compared to two 
bunches for 13 cents. 

The retail price of potatoes has 
advanced from $4.99 a hundred 
pounds to $5.49 a hundred pounds 
within the past week. This rise 
amounts to about a penny a 
pound to the buyer. Cauliflower, 
which sold for 17 cents a pound 
a few days ago, is now offered for 
20 cents and the supply is limited. 
The price of spinach, sold clean 
and stemmed by the bag, has 
risen, too, from 25 to 29 cents. 

Navel oranges, hard hit by the 
freezing weather in California, 
have increased in cost from 1 to 
2 cents a pound. Five pounds now 
sell for 75 cents. Lemons, which 
used to sell at refail for 19 cents 
a pound, today cost 25 cents a 
pound. 


TRUMAN FLIES IN 
‘DEWEY SPECIAL’ 
TO SEE MARSHALL 


PINEHURST, N. C., Jan. 12 
(AP)—Truman slipped out of 
Washington unannounced today 
and flew here for a surprise visit 
on Secretary of State George C.

Garrison Demands Safe

NANKING, Jan. 12 (AP)—Ra- 
dio reports from Tientsin tonight 
said the Tientsin national garrison 
had rejected a three-point pro- 
posal for the surrender of that 
North China city to the Commu- 
nists. 

The reports said the National- 
ist force of 60,000 troops had 
agreed to give up the refugee- 
swollen city of 3,000,000 if they 
were permitted to be evacuated 
“with light arms“ through the 
port of Tangku, 27 miles from the 
surrounded city. 

Some 16 ships were reported 
waiting off Tangku anticipating 
the removal of National troops if 
the Reds accept the proposal: 

The Communist Terms. 

The radio report added that the 
Communists originally offered to 
accept the surrender on these 
terms: That Nationals lay down 
their arms within the city; all 
rrilitary supplies and equipment 
be protected for handing over to 
the Communists, and the lives of 
all National soldiers who obey 
these terms will be protected. 

Writing from Peiping, Associ- 
ated Press correspondent Spencer 
Moosa said reports from Tientsin 
indicated that four members of 
the Tientsin City Council had tried 
to negotiate a cease-fire with the 
Communists. Moosa said the Com- 
munists sent the councilmen back 
to Tientsin with a demand for 
complete surrender of the city. 
The Communists were said to ask 
a clear yes or no answer within 
24 hours. 

Moosa said there were reports 
the councilmen have made a sec- 
ond trip into Communist territory, 
presumably to try to better the 
terms, 

The exact situation in Tientsin 
was still confused in Nanking, but 
it appeared the eventual surren- 
der was being arranged under the 
pressure of the people’s demands 
without reference to Chiang Kai- 
shek’s Government. 

New Peace Appeal Reported. 

(The United Press cited Nan- 
king reports that the Govern- 
ment was considering making a 
new peace offer to the Commu- 
nists, including sweeping political 
concessions. Chiang and his top 
advisers were said to be consider- 
ing the new offer, but without 
decision. They also were reported 
seeking means to placate Gens. 
Pai Chung-hsi and Cheng Chien, 
top central China military com- 
manders, who have refused to obey 
Chiang’s orders, and demanded 
his immediate resignation, 

(Another nationalist general,

Seventy-six Missouri cities and 
towns were cut off from telephone 
communication, many others were 
without electric power and trains 
from the west and north were 
hours late today, in the wake of a 
severe ice and sleet storm which 
St. Louis escaped. 
The worst was over in Missouri, 
Weatherman Harry F. Wahlgren 
said, with no more ice and snow 
in sight. However, there were snow 
flurries today here and in Colum- 
bia, Jefferson City and Boonville, 
Damage Runs Into Millions. 
Damage in Missouri, Kansas and 
Oklahoma mounted into the mil- 
lions. In many places schools 
were closed and transportation 
slowed as a result of the freezing 
rain. Among large cities still with 
restricted power service were Jop- 
lin and Carthage in Missouri and 
Parsons, Kan. 
Many homes and business houses 
which depend on gas or oil fur- 
naces with electrically-operated 
thermostats were without heat. 
Some householders put up wood 
stoves or gas heaters. Hospitals 
in Joplin and Carthage operated 
by candlelight last night. 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
estimated damage from the ice 
and sleet to its facilities in Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Texas and Okia- 
homa at more than $1,000,000. 
In Missouri, 597 long-distance 
circuits were broken. Latest 
count showed 1553 poles down and 
about 15,000 wire breaks. About 
700 workmen were repairing the 
storm damage. 

List of Isolated Cities. 

Among Missouri cities and towns 
isolated by telephone communica- 
tion failure were Jefferson City, 
Mexico, Lamar, Carl Junction, 
Clarksville, Paynesville, Elsberry, 
Wellsville, Monroe City, Paris Ful- 
ton, Bowling Green, Louisiana, 
Glasgow, Armstrong, Montgomery 
City and Higbee. 

The isolated communities gen- 
erally were on a line from Joplin 
to Hannibal. There was no inter- 
ference with the underground 
cable linking St. Louis and Kansas 
City, but Jefferson City and other 
cities off the main line were cut 
off from telephone communication 
by the ice and sleet damage. 

Besides the long-distance phone 
interference, about 6700 South- 
western Bell customers in Mis- 
souri were without local service. 
Most of these were in the Joplin 
area, in the southwest part of the 
state, and in Fulton in the cen- 
tral area. In Missouri alone, 
Southwestern Bell estimated its 
damage at “far in excess of 
$300,000.” 

In the three-state area—Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Oklahoma — 
about 1500 long-distance circuits 
were out of service. Over 2500 
poles were down and almost 150 
towns were cut off from long-dis- 
tance communication. 

Warrentton’s Plight. 

Frank H. Hollmann, editor of 
the Warrenton Banner, repaired 
a broken telephone wire last night 
and called Post-Dispatch Radio 
Station KSD, to report that there 
was no electric power and no 
water in his city. The electricallye 
operated pumping station was at 
a standstill, he reported, and he 
quoted a Missouri Power Co. 
spokesman as saying power could 
not be restored for 24 to 36 hours, 

A misty rain began falling early 
Monday in Warrenton, Hollmann 
related, and trees were so heavily 
coated with ice that limbs broke 
and stopped all street traffic. A 
cold storage plant had no power 
and the newspaper plant ceased 
operations. 

Three hundred to 400 families 
living near Bagnell dam, at Lake- 
side, Brumley and Ulman, were 
without electricity today and yes- 
terday. Ice broke wires which 
bring power to them. | 

A spokesman for Union Electric 
Co. of Missouri reported the utility 
had trouble with icing on one of 
its lines which brings power to St. 
Louis and to towns as far south as 
Fredericktown; 90 miles south of 
here. A break; resulting from ic- 
ng conditions, occurred in a 132, 

volt power line between Dixon, 
35 miles southeast of Bagnell dam, 
and the dam itself. 
No towns supplied by that pow- 
er line were deprived of electric- 
ity, however, because power was 
sent to them through another sys- 
tem extending from Bagnell dam 
to St. Louis.

Criticism of United States. 

Calling for the complete execu- 
tion of the Security Council reso- 
lutions on Palestine, the Foreign 
Office spokesman said: 

The British Government have 
noted with regret the apparent re- 
luctance of the United States Gov- 
ernment to range itself squarely 
behind those resolutions.” 

(In Washington, Under Secre- 
tary of State Robert A. Lovett 
said today the United States had 
expressed concern to the British 
Government over troop move- 
ments in the Palestine area.) 

“The question of sympathy for 
the Jews and Arabs must be sec- 
ondary to the wider question of 
maintaining peace and security in 

the Middle East and vindicating 
the authority of the United Na- 
tions,” the British spokesman said. 
The threat to peace and security, 
both locally and in the Middle 
East and more generally, comes 
from the unprovoked attacks of 
‘the Jews.” 

Denies Policy Is Pro-Arab. 

He complained that public opin- 
jon in the United States seemed 
to lean to the attitude that the 
British tended to “blind opposition 
to the Jews and uncritical support 
of the Arabs.” That is not the 
case, he added. 

“So far from pursuing a pro- 
Arab policy,” he said, “the British

embargo which through cutting 
off normal supplies of the Arab

Divided by Countries. 

Peurifoy is a close friend of

Under present law, the 1 per 
cent tax is applied only against 
the first $3000 of earnings. The 
1% per cent rate would not be- 
come effective until Jan. 1 under 
present law. 

Truman didn’t say how far 
above the present $3000 limit he 
would like Congress to go in 
order to pay for greater benefits, 
but the figure $4200 has been 
mentioned on Capitol Hill.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Jan. 12 
| (AP)—Postal Inspector E. M. Har- 
kins was shot to death in the post 
office lobby today and police ar- 
rested a 65-year-old man. 

Police were checking the possi- 
bility that the man who killed 
Harkins was the same man who 
killed Earl Pruet, a prominent at- 
torney, in Pruet's office late yes- 
terday afternoon. (The United 
Press quoted Pruet's receptionist 
as saying the man looked “a lot 
like” the one who killed Pruet.) 
The man was booked at police 
headquarters as Joseph Donnelly 


on charges of murder and investi- 
gation. A federal charge was be- 
ing prepared. 
Police quoted Donnelly as say- 
ing: “He accused me and slan- 
dered me and humiliated me. I 
had to take the law into my own 
hands.” 
Police said they found in Don- 
nelly’s possession a 10-inch knife 
and a pistol. A pistol bullet killed 
Harkins as he leaned over to take 
mail from his box. He was shot 
in the head. 
Police said Donnelly told them 
he brought the knife along “gust in 
case. Sometimes these guns don't 
work, you know. If it didn’t I was 
at least going to cut off his arm.” 
In Donnelly’s pockets were 10 
letters addressed to the President, 
to newspapers, the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, the inspector of 
mails and a magazine. 
Donnelly told police the letters 
explained his case against the 
United States postal authorities, 
The FBI did not immediately re- 
lease the letters for publication. 
The killing yesterday of Attor- 
ney Earl Pruet in his skyscraper 
office remained a mystery. Pruet 
was a former United States attor- 
ney. No arrest had been made. 
Witnesses said an elderly man 
walked into Pruet’s office and 
asked him to handle his divorce 
case. The man was described as 
stooped and wearing a hearing 
aid. Without warning or provoca- 
tion he fired four shots at Pruet.

Former Flyer Martin J. 
Monti to Face Court for 
Broadcasting for Nazis, 
Joining S.S.— Witnesses

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12—Martin 
James Monti of St. Louis will be 


brought to trial in Brooklyn next, 


Monday on a charge of treason- 
ably broadcasting over the Ger- 
man radio after flying an Army 
Air Forces plane across German 
lines and joining the Nazi SS. 
corps. 

The Justice Department, an- 
nouncing this today, said also that 
the trial of Mildred E. Sisk, also 
known as Mildred Gillars, who is 
charged with treasonable broad- 
Casts over the German radio as 
Axis Sally, will begin in Washing- 
ton Jan. 24. 

Proceedings in the Monti trial, 
the department said, will be de- 
layed about two weeks, or until 
witnesses can be brought from 
Germany. These will include 
Hans von Richter, a high official 
of the Nazi radio system, and 
Gunther D’Alquen and Herman 
Rockmann, said to be familiar 
with Monti's activities in the S.S. 

Von Richter testified in the 
eases of Douglas Chandler and 
Robert Henry Best, both convicted 
of treasonable radio broadcasts. 

n and D’Alqutn testified 
last September before a Federal 
grand jury which indicted Monti. 

Procedure to Be Same. 


The Justice Department said the 
game procedure would be followed 
in the Monti case as was followed 
in the Chandler and Best cases. 
The pattern for this procedyre was 
set in the Chandler case by Oscar 
R. Ewing, now Federal Security 
Administrator, but at the time a 
special assistant to the Attorney 
General. 

Ewing, who successfully prose- 
cuted William Dudley Pelley for 
sedition in 1942, spent five months 
on the Chandler case, which repre- 
sented the first instance in the 
United States in which the act of 
treason consisted of radio broad- 
casting. 

. ‘Treason is one of the most diffi- 

cult crimes to prove. It is the only 
crime defined in the Constitution, 
whose framers intended that the 
American people should receive 
every possible protection from un- 
just accusations. To prove treason 
it is necessary to find two credible 
witnesses to an overt act, which 
lawyers say is vastly more difficult 
than it appears, 

Von Richter was Monti’s su- 
perior at the time of the broad- 
casts; the others are expected to 
testify that Monti sought member- 
ship in Hitler’s Elite Guard and 
was actually issued the uniform 
and equipment of an §.S. officer. 

Admits Broadcasts. 
Monti admitted he made the 
broadcasts but asserted he was 
forced to speak over the Nazi 
radio and that he hoped by this 
means to obtain valuable informa- 

tion from the Germans. 
. Formerly a second lieutenant, 
Monti was convicted by a court- 
martial at Naples in August 1945 
of being absent without leave from 

his post in Karachi, India, and of 
taking a fighter plane without 
authorization. He was sentenced 
to 15 years’ imprisonment but 
nearly all of the sentence was 
remitted. It developed later that 
while he was absent he partici- 
pated in the propaganda broad- 
casts. 


The Justice Department also 
announced today the arrest in 
Germany of a former State De- 
partment employe accused of 
treasonous wartime collaboration 
with the Nazis. He is Herbert 
John Burgman, 52, a native of 
Hokah, Minn., who worked for 20 
years in the United States Em- 
bassy in Berlin as a clerk and 
economic statistician. 

The Justice Department said 
that when the United States went 
to war with Germany in 1941, 
Burgman refused the opportunity 
to be repatriated to this country 
and took a job with the German 
short-wave radio, broadcasting in 
English to American armed forces. 

Department officials said that 
since the war, he has shifted from 
one job to another in postwar 
Germany. Under surveillance for 
some time while his case was be- 
ing investigated, he has now been 
picked up by American occupation 
forces. The department plans to 
fly him back to this country later 
this month when a treason charge 
against him will be presented to 
2 grand jury at his point of land-

There are about a score of still-

$1,379,814,846 TAX VALUATION 
FOR CITY; RISE OF $49,193,356 


Assessment in St. Louis County for 1948 
Shows Increase of $19,964,860 toa 
Total of $342,466,700.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 12— 
The assessed valuation of all 
taxable property in Missouri in 
1948, other than intangible per- 
sonal property stch as notes, 
bonds and mortgages, totaled 
$4,552,264,715, the State Tax Com- 
mission announced yesterday aft- 

ernoon. 

This was an increase of 3225, 
393,167 over the valuation for the 
same classification of property in 
1947. 

Of the 1948 total for the state, 
an estimated $1,379,814,846, or 30 
per cent, represented the assessed 
valuation of property in the City 
of St. Louis, other than intangible 
personal property. This was an 
increase of $49,193,356 for the city 
over 1947, 

The St. Louis figure was esti- 
mated in the tabulation prepared 
by the. Tax Commission because 
the actual valuation for gne class 
of property, the assessment of in- 
ventories and merchandise stocks 
of merchants and enanufacturers, 
will not be available fo St. Louis 
until May, after the close of the 
city’s fiscal year. 

The commission reached the 
1948 total of $1,379,814,846 for St. 
Louis by using the 1947 valuation 
of $175,573,500 for merchants and 
manufacturers in St. Louis. The 
actual total for such property for 
1948 is expected to be somewhat 
greater. 

The St. Louis valuation for 1948, 
in addition to the ‘estimated 
amount for merchants and manu- 
facturers, included $1,032,189,830 
for realty, $128,879,200 for tangible 
personal property, and $43,272,316 


for that part of the property of 
public utility companies assessed 
directly by the state. 

St. Louis county showed a total 
increase of $19,964,860, jumping 
from $322,501,840 in 1947 to $342,- 
466,700 in 1948. Farm lands in the 
county increased in value from 
$54,089,630 to $55,111,620, with town 
lots climbing from $216,993,360 to 
$231,023,110 an increase of $14,- 
029,750. The total valuation of tan- 
gible personal property mounted 
$4,913,120 to $56,331,970. 

Assessed valuations for the en- 
tire state for 1948 compared to

FRMEN STUDY 
CHARTER REVISION 
FREEHOLDER BILL 


Six Persons Speak for 
Measure at Hearing 
and None Against — 
25 Citizens Present, 


The legislative committee of 
the Board of Aldermen took under 
advisement today a bill providing 
for election of 13 freeholders to 
consider drafting a new city 


charter, or revising the present 
charter. Six persons spoke in 
favor of the bill and none against 
it at a public hearing this after- 
noon. 

About 25 citizens, besides. 16 
aldermen, attended the hearing. 
Under the bill, the election of free- 
holders would be held March 11 
in connection with the municipal 
primary. 

City Counselor George L. Stemm- 
ler explained the legal phases of 
the proposal for election of free- 
holders. He said it was desirable 
that each candidate for member- 
ship in the board should “run on 
his or her own: there should be 
no Chamber of Commerce group, 
no League of Women Voters 
group, no labor union group, 
among the persons proposed for 
membership.” The Executive Com- 
mittee and Municipal Legislation 
Committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce have indorsed the bill. 

Revision May Do. 

Stemmler said the present char- 
ter, adopted in 1914, has worked 
well, and that it is possible study 
of its workings by the proposed 
board would result only in pro- 
posals for revision at some points. 

Chairman Herman Novack of 
the committee said it would be 
helpful to know whether civic or- 
ganizations favored revision or 
complete replacement of the char- 
ter; also he asked for estimates of 
the cost of the proposed board, 
but got no definite response. 

Indorsement of the bill by the 
St. Louis League of Women Vo- 
ters was announced by Mrs. L. 
Matthews Werner, president of 
the city organization. 

She suggested, in the name of 
the League, that the bill be made 
to state clearly that every voter 
is entitled to vote for 13 members 
of the proposed board; that the 13 
names be rotated on the ballot; 
that a time limit be fixed for 
completion of the freeholders’ 
work; and that provision be made 
for a budget of the freeholders’ 

to be presented to the 


Measure.

The foregoing figures reflect the 
great drop in debt and in interest 
rate on debt. They also reflect 
the impact of wartime excess prof- 
its tax on the company’s net earn- 
ings. The 1947 dividends, greatly 
exceeding that year’s earnings, 
were paid to a large extent from 
the accumulated surplus. 

Effect of Fare Increase. 

If the company’s estimate of the 
effect of the proposed fare in- 
creases is correct, approval of that 
fare schedule would result in giv- 
ing it a net income of $1,500,000 
available for surplus and divi- 
dends this year. That would 
amount to a yield to an investor 
of about 18 per cent on the recent 
market price of the stock. The 
company asserts it will run at a 
loss this year, if the increases are 
not granted. 

Interest charges for this year 
are estimated by the company at 
only $200,000. Its outstanding debt 
at the end of 1948 represented not 
quite a qfarter of its indicated 
capital stricture. The company’s 
debt has declined from a peak of 
$27,512,000 at the end of 1941 to 
$8,536,000 at the end of 1948, and 
under present schedules the debt 
is expected to be cut to a new low 
of $6,508,000 at the end of this 
year. 

At the peak, interest and kin- 
dred charges were $1,241,800, in 
1941. Then, the company was pay- 
ing 5 per cent on mortgage bonds, 
4 per cent on income bonds and 
collateral trust notes and 2.75 per 
cent on equipment notes. Now, it 
pays 3 per cent on less than $2,- 
000,000 in mortgage bonds and 
from 2 to 3.5 per cent on about 
$6,500,000 of equiupment notes cov- 
ering purchase of rolling stock. 

The company has no orders for 
additional busses or streetcars 
pending now. 

Variation in Risé of Costs. 
While operating expenses rose 
over-all 103.2 per cent since 1939, 
there was considerable variation 
of the items making up these ex- 
penses. Annual charges for de- 
preciation of property went up 64 
per cent. General taxes increased 
72.4 per cent. The principal item, 
covering wages, fuel, power sup- 
plies and all other general operat- 
ing costs, soared 136.1 per cent. 
Provisions for income taxes have 
aggregated $11,698,000, drawn out 
of annual operating expenses most- 
ly from 1942 on. Almost three- 
quarters of this accrued in the 
three wartime years of the excess 
profits tax. 

However, the company has not 
yet settled negotiations with the 
Government over its federal in- 
come taxes from 1943 on. It has 
been carrying around $2,000,000 for 
these taxes as an item of current 
liability and in addition has set up 
a contingency reserve of $2,500,000 
which could be used for the in- 
come levies. The company has 
declined to tell the divergent sums 
for which it and the Government 
have been contending as the cor- 
rect taxes, but it is known the 
federal claims have been large, 
running into seven figures. 

If all or part, of this $2.500,000 
contingency reserve should not be 
needed for income taxes, this 
would become available for the 
operating surplus, for the benefit 
of the stockholders. This reserve 
probably will be a subject of ques- 
tioning at the fare hearing. 

The essential issue before the 
state commission will boil down 
to the question of what shall con- 
stitute a fair earning on the stock, 
under all the circumstances in- 
volved.

probably tomorrow. 

Senator Maybank (Dem.), South 
Carolina, chairman of the Senate 
Banking Committee, told a report- 
er the measure might become the 
Administration's rent bill. Presi- 
dent Truman has asked for tight- 
ening of controls and extension 
for at least two years. 


The Senate Banking Committee 
will hold its first meeting Friday. 
Maybank predicted that rent leg- 
islation would get a top priority. 
The present law expires March 31. 
Myers's bill would extend control 
through June 1951. 


House Bill to Be Similar. 


Representative Spence (Dem.),

A rent control official said re- 
control of new construction alone 
would apply to thousands of 
dwelling units. 

Transient hotel rooms and mo- 
tor courts would remain decon- 
trolled. 

The bill would give the housing 
expeditor authority to control or 
recontrol whole additional areas. 

The measure also would ban any 
more 15 per cent increase leases. 
Under those, first authorized in 
1947 and continued under the 
present law, landlords can raise 
rents 15 per cent where the ten- 
ant agrees in exchange for a lease 
barring further increases for a 
specified period. 

Myers’s bill would not nullify 
any such increases already ar- 
ranged. 

Power on Evictions. 


Another provision would restore 
to the Federal Government the 
power to regulate evictions. The 
provisions of the various state 
laws dealing with evictions now 
apply. 

The housing expediter also 
would regain authority to sue vio- 
lators of the rent control law on 
criminal grounds. Moreover, the 


expeditor again would have the 


right to sue for triple damages

For a time the Billikens spark 
plug was the speeding Lehman 
who was credited with five assists 
(passes that lead directly to 
scores). 

Those assists give an idea of 
the men behind the scoring pic- 
ture. Lehman had a total of six 
for the game, Macauley 5, Schatz- 
man three and Schmidt one. 

Trying to stop the fancy Bills, 
Long Island drew 11 fouls in the 
first half to St. Louis’s six. The 
big Blackbirds iook on the aspect 
of falling Womacks, however, in 
the second half and penalties for 
the game were evenly divided.

Lou Lipman, the Blackbirds’ 
scoring ace, drew his fourth per- 
sonal foul midway through the 
second half after having got three 
penalties in the first three minutes 
of the game. He contributed only 
eight points while White and 
French led the scoring from the 
court. 


Ossola Widens Margin. 
With minutes left to play, Long 
Island again had cut the St. Louis 
lead to 10 points at 49-39. But it 
was much too late for the zone- 
happy Bee boys to have a chance. 
Ossola scored five straight points 
to make it 54-39 and it was only 
a matter of time running out. 


Any other team thinking of try- 
ing a zone against St. Louis might 
ponder the .469 hitting percentage 
the Bills made in the first half.

However, I 
have a squad of 15 men and I 
must work with all of them. There 
is a long season ahead of us.

I 
must have the co-operation of all 
the boys to insure a successful 
season, and I’m always working 
towards that end. 

“I don’t mean to imply that the 
other boys are jealous of all the 
attention Ed has been getting. 
That is not so. I just happen to 
believe that all the boys are en- 
titled to equal credit for whatever 
success we've enjoyed thus far.

Nine Cities Oppose Pro 
to Pass Gross Receipts 
Tax to Consumers. 


By the Jefferson on City Correspond- 

ent of the F 
JEFFERSON 
proposed rate schedule of the &t. 
Louis County Water Co., which 
automatically would increase rates 
within county municipalities which 
levy public utility gross receipts 
taxes in excess of 2 per cent ‘to 
the extent of the higher tax, was 
opposed as unconstitutional in the 
opening hearing today before the 
Missouri Publie Service Commis- 
sion, 

Representatives of nine cities, 
including five in St. Louis county, 
intervened in opposition to the 
proposal to pass on such taxes in 
excess of 2 pez cent to users with- 
in the municipality, in the form of 
increased rates, instead of charg- 
ing the taxes to general operating 
expenses of the company. 

Power of the commission to au- 
thorize such a plan for absorption 
of local taxes, a radical departure 
from its rate-making practices, 
was questioned by Associate City 
Counselor Forrest G. Ferris Jr. of 
St. Louis and City Counselor Ron- 
ald S. Reed of St. Joseph. 

Reed declared the commission 
was without constitutional or stat- 
utory power to authorize such a 
practice. He said granting of 
such authority would be substitut- 
ing an order of the commission 
for the power of the Legislature 
to authorize municipalities to levy 
taxes, 

Ferris asserted the commission 
did not have legal power to ap- 
prove such a rate schedule. He 
said it would be wrong in princi- 
ple and involved a question of 
public policy. 

Emmet T. Carter, general coun- 
gel for the company, pointed out 
that some of the communities 
served in the county levy such 
license or gross receipts taxes, 
while other do not. 

“The company has no decided 
view one way or the other,” Carter 
said, “The company felt the ques- 
tion should be presented to the 
commission for proper determina- 
tion of the proper treatment of 
these taxes. The case involves a 
question of law.” 

Intervenors in the case, in addi- 
tion to St. Louis and St. Joseph, 
are St. Louis county, University 
City, Berkeley, Beverly Hills, Rich- 
mond Heights, Marshall and Ne- 
vada. 

W. V. Weir, president of the 
company, testified concerning the 
gross receipts and license taxes 
now levied by municipalities in St. 
Louis county. Five levy a 5 per 
cent tax, including University City, 
Beverly Hills, Richmond Heights, 
Glendale and Bel-Nor. 

Weir said 12 county towns levied 
2 per cent taxes, in some form. 
The towns are Maplewood Ladue, 
Rock Hill, Arbor Terrace, Fergu- 
son, Brentwood, Velda Village 
Hills, Shrewsbury, Clayton, North- 
woods, Pine Lawn and Jennings. 


MAN WHO ESCAPED HERE

ATIONALIST China's private citizen wants peace for reasons 
that give the political appeal of Chinese Communism a back seat 
at least. temporarily. After 11 years of war; the people are tired 
of fighting. They see no hope for the future under the present 


regime. 
They are convinced that the 
Nationalists already have lost the 


civil war. They are ready to 

gamble on the Communists pro- 

viding a less corrrupt government 
and one which will offer a better 
opportunity for living. 

The demand for peace has been 
widespread among China's ordi- 
nary men ever since V-J day. Gen. 
Marshall’s efforts to negotiate a 
settlement between the National- 
ists and Communists in 1946 
brought enormous popular re- 
aponse, but each time private indi- 
viduals have tried to express their 
ideas they have been slapped down 
by the Nationalist Government on 
the charge of “working with Com- 
munists.” 

In January, 1946, when Mar- 
@hall’s truce was ‘announced, 
Chungking citizens held a mass 
demonstration to celebrate. Police 
thugs of the Kuomintang’s right 
wing broke it up. 

In June, 1946, a delegation of 
Shanghai business men, teachers 
and others arrived here in Nan- 
king to pledd for peace. They were 
met at the railroad station by 
strong-arm squads who" bashed in 
their heads. 

Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek's 
New Tear's peace offer finally 
took the lid off. Chiang is now 
struggling hard to prevent his 
semi-independent followers from 
making separate deals with the 
Communists. The Nationalists’ 
Central China Commander, Gen. 
Pai Chunghsi, has formed a bloc 
of provincial governors and gen- 
erals around Hankow who are pre- 
paring to negotiate separately 
with dne Reds if Chiang fails to 
produce. 

The almost unanimous demand 
‘of private individuals for peace 
‘has its explanation in China's 
‘tangled history of the last 100 
years. 
| Chinese bankers and business 
‘men in Shanghai say that never 
within memory, not even under 
the Japanese, were economic con- 
ditions and government regula- 
tions as impossible as now. 

The number of big business men 
who have gone to the north, or 
sent representatives to make deals 
with the Reds has been limited 
largely by travel conditions. 

The middle and lower classes in 
the port cities have been hit even 
harder. 

Most of the peasants in this 
area of China care little what 
government rules the country pro- 
vided taxes and conscription are 
within Uuimits. Now they trace 
their increased suffering to the 
civil war. They want the war fin- 
ished regardless of who wins. 

The Reds have capitalized upon 
the desire for change and the gen- 
eral discontent, which started with 
the Taiping rebellion nearly 100 
years ago. It is estimated that 
25,000,000 people were killed be- 
fore the rebellion was suppressed. 
Since then China has had count- 
less smaller peasant uprisings. 

The Nationalists have talked 
land reform for 21 years but re- 
form has been largely on paper. 
The Communists’ successes in the 
north have been due principally to 
their superior organization and to 
their recognition of the peasant’s 
demand for land and more of the 
food he grows. 

The general remand for peace is 


not able to provide future con- 
structive leadership. 

The Kuomintang monopoly on 
jobs and ideas here has made the 
Communist side the only alterna- 
tive for younger professional and 
intellectual men and women.

Truman Rule 
Over Policy 


President Develop- 
ine Fair Deal Staff 
in Swing Away 
From Military.

HE change President Truman 
1* wrought in the State De- 
partment is more real than 
apparent. For the first time, he 
is his own undisputed policy- 
maker.

The President's first Secretary

Now the great General humbly 
admired by the President, George 
C. Marshall, is being replaced by 
a man younger than either, Dean 
Acheson.

But he goes 
to the Hill a career man owing 
the splendid honor of Cabinet 
rank to Truman, The personal 
influence with Congress enjoyed 
by the wartime chief of staff and 
the Senate alumnus is not Ache- 
son’s and never can be.

In some respécts the change in 
the second State spot is as signifi- 
cant. Budget Director James E. 
Webb, another career man, Suc- 
ceeds Under Secretary Robert M. 
Lovett, the urbane Wall Street 
banker who won Gen. Marshall's 
confidence and that of Congress 
during the war when Lovett was 
an efficient Under Secretary of 
War.

One is from an underwater 
bomb that Bikini blueprinted. The 
other is from clouds, that Zero,

When atomic rain falls on you, 
you can live without harm if you 
know what to do. If you don't you 
may perish. Let’s take a case of 
what would happen if an under- 
water bomb exploded in New York 
harbor. ; 

First, there are three pleasant 
surprises. There will be no flash 
of searing heat. There will be no 
killing X-ray flash. There will be 
no tidal wave. 

The top of the water spout may 
explode as at Bikini. This con- 
cussion will damage the water- 
front. Storm waves will roll high 
enough at the Battery and up both 
rivers to damage shipping at the 
docks. 


The Cloud Will Expand. 


The spout will form a cloud, ex- 
plosively expanding, several miles 
wide, two or three miles high. Its 
bottom will be about a half-mile 
up. It soon will look like any other 
cloud, and rain exactly the same. 
If the wind is right, it will move 
up Manhattan and expand as it 


goes. 

The atomic storm will blanket 
the financial district with a heavy 
deluge.- Rain still will be fairly 
heavy in midtown.

EPEAL of the Taft-Hartley

Staff members of the AFL met 
today with Thomas in an effort to 
persuade him to accept the “three- 
package” procedure favored by the 
AFL and the CIO, but the legis- 
lative realities of the situation 
were against them. The two labor 
federations want outright repeal 
of the Taft-Hartley Act; re-enact- 
ment of the Wagner Act without 
dilution, and then, as the third and 
final step, consideration of Wag- 
ner Act amendments. 

Thomas, who had indicated last 
week that he favored this course 
in theory at least, met late yes- 
terday in his office with Clark 
Cliftord, the President's legal ad- 
viser; Secretary of Labor Maurice 
Tobin; Director Cyrus Ching of 
the Mediation and Conciliation 
Service, and Paul Herzog, chair- 
man, and Abe Murdock, member 
of the National Labor Relations 
Board. 

Confuses Reporters. 

Then he thoroughly confused a 
group of reporters by telling them 
the “single package” program was 
impractical and that there was 
“the whole wide world of differ- 
ence” between his position and 
that of the House Labor Commit. 
tee chairman, Representative Le- 
sinski (Dem.), Michigan, who fa- 
vors that approach.

Nehru Means Business 

The Dutch continue to be downright contemp- 
tuous of the UN Good Offices Commission in 
Indonesia. For example, the commission has 
just reported that the Indonesian Republic's 
leaders are not on the island of Bangka, where 
the Dutch said they were holding them prisoner 
and where the commission had hoped to inter- 
view them. The Dutch seem to feel that they 
can defy the UN and get away with it. Indeed, 
there is a widespread feeling that nobody is 
going to do anything about it. 

But one should not be too sure about that. 
India’s Prime Minister Nehru has invited more 
than a dozen Asiatic and African nations to a 
conference at New Delhi next week to discuss 
the Indonesian question. He has condemned 
Dutch actions as naked aggression, and he has 
also declared that “the attitude of some powers 
has been one of tacit approval or acceptance of 
this aggression.” : 

Just because Egypt and Ethiopia were invited 
to the conference is a slim foundation for the 
argument that it will not proclaim a policy of 
“Asia for Asiatics.” It might not take much to 
persuade those two African nations that they 
have more in common with Turkey, Syria, Leb- 
anon, Hedjaz, Iran, Iraq, Afghanistan, Pakistan, 
Ceylon, Siam, Burma, China and India than 
they have with Europe. Nor can this bloc be 
dismissed as powerless. It may be short of arms 
and UN influence; but as the British well know, 
it could fan the already aroused feelings of the 
East to a heat that would destroy all white co- 
lonialism in the Orient. 

Further, it is the hope of all realistic Euro- 
pean statesmen that India especially will remain 
in partnership with the West through continued 
membership in the Commonwealth. But India 


does nat mean to accept an inferior position in 


such a relationship. Nor does Nehru mean to 
stand by while other Asiatic countries are ruth- 
lessly exploited. It is highly likely that his 
Asiatic conference will make some stiff demands 
on the UN. Already he has said: 

The least that can be done immediately 
is, first, withdrawal of all Dutch forces to 
the lines which they occupied previous to 
this aggression; second, an inquiry into this 
aggression; third, stoppage of all aid in any 
form to Holland, and, fourth, conditions to 
be created in which the Indonesian Repub- 


lic can function. 
These conditions do not vary much from the 


announced objectives of the UN Security Coun- 


cil. The chief difference probably is that Nehru 
is sure that he means what he says. So the 
West had better pay attention to New Delhi next 
week lest a divided world be further divided. 
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Was it chivalrous of Senator Magnuson to say 
that reports he was married to Actress June 
Millarde were “completely absurd”? Why not 
be gallant and just say they were faintly 
ridiculous?

The atomic bomb performs its wonders in 
manifold ways, according to Howard W. Blakes- 
lee’s summary of the scientific observations. 
The blast razes everything for two miles around. 
The heat burns everything nearby to @ cinder. 
The gamma rays kill at a mile. The white-hot 
atoms around the blast scorch at a distance of 
several thousand feet; the ultraviolet flash sears 
exposed skin at two miles.

What's the 
matter with these Soviet heroes? Are they being 
fooled by a mere capitalistic Musion?

St. Louis real estate man, contrary to his fellows and the national 
real estate lobby, comes out flatly for public housing; says it is 
a vain hope that private capital will take responsibilty for elimi-. 
nating slums; denies that public housing harms private enterprise.

For several decades, men of vision have 
warned the nation against the rapid growth 
of slums and their concomitant perils. Re- 
housing the low-income groups has been 
the concern of sociologists, city planners 
and liberals in government. The most emi- 
nent authorities are convinced that the 
problem of creating decent housing for 
families in the lowest income brackets 
must be considered in conjunction with 
slum clearance. : 

The metfopolitan communities are rot- 
ting at the core. Blight and decay threaten 
the central areas of our large cities. The 
automobile, a con- 
venient form of in- 


_ dividual transporta- 


tion, and modern 
highways were domi- 
nant factors in the 
migration from the 
centers of popula- 
tion. 8 

People began to 
live on the fringes of 
our cities. The es- , 2 
cape of dwellers into Te /> 
the suburban dis- 7 a 
tricts was followed 
quickly by business. 
Numerous shopping M. J. Slonim 
centers developed on 
the outskirts of urban communities. The 
central areas deteriorated into slums, 
which grew apace. Property values in 
these districts declined, Tax assessments 
had to be reduced substantially. 


Spread of a Cancer 


Contrary to the view of many, who re- 
fuse to be concerned about the blighted 
areas, the slums are definite luxuries. They 
exact a great toll in disease, crime and 


vice. In virtually every slum area of the . 


land the taxes collected are far from ade- 

quate to pay for the cost of hospitalization, 

policing and general welfare work required 
to handle the tragic victims of congestion 

and sub-standard housing, 

Taxes are necessarily shifted to other 
sections of the city to cover the huge defi- 
cits piled up in the slums. Obviously the 
cities are faced wth ultimate bankruptcy, 
unless drastic measures are adopted. 

Who is to rehabilitate these ever-widening 
decayed areas of our cities? 

Private capital whould assume the re- 
sponsibility, say many landlords and most 
realtors. This is truly a vain hope. Private 
enterprise is naturally motivated by profit; 
and it is clearly more lucrative to build in 
the suburbs for the higher-income groups 
than for the lowly inhabitants of the old 
areas. It has been established beyond a 
peradventure of doubt that the slums do 
not attract. private capital. , 

But, the enemies of public: housing ask, 


Not by Insurance Companies 


These achievements are noteworthy, poe 


is ‘no other solution. Wisdom 


dictates the following formula in such af- 
fairs: Wherever private enterprise can and 
does functien effectively, let it dominate 
the field. In those areas, however, in which 
private capital cannot or will not operate 
satisfactorily, the agencies of government 
should definitely assume the responsibility. 
Slums are a blot on our civilization and 
should no longer be endured. Only govern- 
ment can properly cope with so complex 
and difficult a problem. . 

It is evident that when large housing re- 
habilitation projects are created, the real 
estate contiguous to the new properties 
benefits materially. Substantial new proj- 
ects create pleasant surroundings and im- 
prove the location which is the basis of real 
estate values. 


Tonic for Property Values 

Government rehabilitation on a large 
scale also encourages investments on the 
part of private owners. Thus, as the pro- 
gram spreads and develops a large new 
environment, economic enterprises become 
more feasible; and private capital takes 
over. Co-operative housing projects may 
also take a vital role in a municipal rede- 
velopment program. 

Now is the time for planning comprehen- 
sive housing developments in the central 
areas of our cities. Now is the time for the 
appropriate legislation to be passed by Con- 
gress. Now is the time for states to vote 
enabling acts and to authorize the creation 
of housing authorities and redevelopment 
corporations. Competent commissions 
should study and determine the best sites 
and the most practicable improvements. 


Now is the time to set in motion the ma- 


chinery to condemn slum properties. All 


elements should be in readiness. 


But the actual rebuilding should wait. 
First of all, it is extremely difficult if not 
impossible in this unpreeedented tight mar- 
ket, to find living quarters for the families 
which will be displaced by the slum clear- 
ance program. 

Secondly, public housing now would com- 
pete with private industry for labor und 
materials in a field in which scarcity is 
still a significant factor. Government 
should not engagé in the actual task of re- 


construction until the period of inflation is 


definitely ended, and until unemployment 
begins to increase perceptibly. When com- 
merce and industry commence to lag 
and depression threatens, then government 
should pour billions into production and 
thus keep the wheels of industry turning. 


What’s There to Fear? 

Public housing should be utilized not only 
to pebuild the slum areas; not only to save 
our cities against decay; but also to give 
new life to the national economy in times 
of business crisis,

ECONOMIC BRAIN’ PLAN 
PROPOSED BY BOWLES 


Group Would Change Policies 
as Needed to Avert In- 
flation, Deflation. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 12 (AP)— 
Chester Bowles, the new Gover- 
nor of Connecticut, recommends 
in a book published today that 
an “economic brain” steer the na- 
tion safely away from the dan- 
gers of inflation and deflation. 

Bowles, formerly director of the 
Office of Price Administration, 
}suggests that the President's 
Council of Economic Advisers 
ould function as the “brain.” 

Bowles presents his views in a 
collection of economic opinion, 
“Saving American Capitalism” 
(Alfred A. Knopf). The symposi- 
um is edited by Seymour E. Har- 
ris, professor of economics at 
Harvard University. 

“T would like to see,” Bowles 
writes, “the functions of the Pres- 
ident’s economic council expanded 
to give them authority, within 
specific limits, to move taxes up 
and down to meet the current 
needs of our economy. 

“The council should, of course, 
operate on clearly established leg- 
islative authority and under 
sharply defined standards. This 
legislative authority might also 
include the right to expand or 
contract certain social security 
payments—such as unemployment 
payroll taxes—to meet changing 
economic condition. 

“What I am suggesting is an 
‘economic brain’ responsible to 
Congress, with the authority to 
increase or decrease the total flow 
of purchasing power as our econ- 
omy tends towards inflation or 
deflation.” — 


MANY SCIENTISTS’ 
SKILLS WASTED IN 
WAR, ARMY SAYS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12 (UP)— 
The complaint of many scientists 
that their “vital” skills were 
wasted in World War II was sup- 
ported today in the report of a 
special Army board. 

The board recommended that in 
the future all American scientists, 
regardless of age and physical 
condition, be brought into a sci- 
entific manpower pool outside the 
regular military draft to insure 
maximum use of their abilities. 

The necessity for doing this, the 
board said, was “particularly true” 
now because of the “tense inter- 
national situation.” 

The board questioned 15,157 sci- 
entists and engineers who served 
in the war. It said 37 per cent 
reported that little or no use was 
made of their special knowledge 
and skills. Another 15 per cent 
said their knowledge was used 
about half the time, 18 per cent 
said only their general scientific 
background was utilized and only 
30 per cent reported their abilities 
were used effectively. 

Under the board's recommenda- 
tion, the proposed pool would as- 
sign scientists to both military 
service and civilian agencies.

MISS MARGARET ALLEN 
WOMAN MURDERER 


WHO POSED AS MAN 
HANGED IN ENGLAND 


First of Her Sex to Be Put 
to Death in Britain 
in 12 Years. 


MANCHESTER, England, Jan. 
12 (UP)—Margaret Allen, a 42- 
year-old spinster, who posed as a 
man, was hanged in Strangeways 
prison today, the first woman to 
be executed in Britain in 12 years. 

Miss Allen, who had not worn 
women’s clothing for 10 years, 
died in the garb she despised—a 
woman’s blue frock. 

Before her execution she 
smoked a cigarette. She explained 
at her trial that lack of a smoke 
had made her so irritable she 
clubbed Mrs. Nancy Chadwick, 70, 
to death in a robbery and then 
dragged her body into the road to 
make it appear that she had been 
a victim of a hit-and-run driver. 

More than 300 persons, mostly 
women factory workers, stood out- 
side the prison gates waiting for 
the traditional announcement that 
the sentence had been carried out. 
Among them was wealthy Mrs. 
Violet van der Elst, vigorous foe 
of capital punishment who attends 
all executions as a form of pro- 
test. 

Miss Allen had only one visitor 
in prison, Mrs. Annie Cook, She 
asked Mrs. Cook yesterday to go 
to a corner where they always 
met at 9 a. m., the hour of execu- 
tion. 

Mrs, Cook was seen there today, 

a lonely sobbing figure.

At Possum Trot Farm 


Len Hall Answers 
Some of His Mail

NCE upon a time I thought that the mail 
which piled up when we went away would 
have mostly answered itself by the time we 
came homie again. That was in the days when

Take 
take this one, for 
example, which 
makes a fellow 
wish he could sim- 
plify everything he 
writes to the point where it could not possibly 
be misinterpreted from any point of view, even 
though the reader disagrees with everything one 
has to say. 

“I've been reading your articles for years,” 
says this one. “They used to be good, but since 
you moved to the new Possum Trot farm I 
think they are awful. Too late in life you are 
starting to chase the dollan; that’s all I see in 
your. writings, is you chasing the $ or trying to 
save the one you have.

“YOUR ARTICLE on Jan. 2 really was the 
bunk. Why don't you build a back fence around 
your yard and maybe have the commission put 
a deer in that pen for you to shoot at? You 
cry about farmers taking in sportsmen and put- 
ting them on stands. On whose ground do these 
deer eat—and don’t you think the farmers are 
entitled to their sucker mone;? I’ve hunted 
deer for years and never got one yet, but Ill 
never turn out to be a CRY BABY. 

“Since you’ve had your place, you've never 
once written that you've had city hunters out 
for a day; your only complaint is about some- 
body shooting game out of seasor on your 
ground. Yur trouble is that you call yourself 
a sportsman and don’t know the meaning of the 
word BUTCHER. Why don’t you answer this 
one in your next column?”

MAYBE I SHOULDN'T; yet this man reads 
the column, even though with an interpretation 
hard to follow. He also must have some inter- 
est in the outdoors and in wildlife. And he may 
not be the only one to have worked out such 
an interpretation. Therefore I'll do my best to 
set him right. 

Anyone who undertakes the lifetime job—in- 
volving hard work, management, and the return 
of all earnings into the land—of rebuilding a 
run-down Ozark farm into a state of high pro- 
ductivity is certainly not following the high and 
easy road to riches. If he states that such-and- 
such an operation was profitable, it is to urge 
other farmers to greater conservation effort. As 
for deer, the richer lands of the Ozark border 
country will always have a good concentration 
which will provide fine chances of hunting suc- 
cess, especially if you hunt with a farmer friend 
who knows the country and the game. 


W 


MOST FARMERS charge a moderate fee to 
their hunter guests which is as it should be. 
Some of us, however, will always prefer hunting 
in the wilder country of the deep Ozarks, where 
a greater knowledge of deer and woodcraft are 


needed. 

Coming to the last paragraph of that letter, the 
writer must not have read all of these columns, 
else he would have found reports on our quail 
season. I'd like to see every farmer provide food 
and cover for quail—and share his hunting. 
Whether he does so, however, is his own busi- 
ness; and many farmers would prefer to raise no 
game and have no hunters to contend with. 
Here at Possum Trot we tried to increase our 
quail population and succeeded. We provided 
58 hours’ shooting for eight friends, harvested 
just under 50 per cent of our birds, and left 
plenty of seed stock for next year. We do not 
welcome trespassers with open arms, although 
the youngest ones are invited to come back for 
some legitimate sport in season. Finally, I sup-

I’ve never had occasion since then 
to change my mind; that you are doing some- 
thing which almost nobody else could do, because 
almost nobody else combines the attitudes, know- 
edges and skills of farmer, all-round conserva- 
tionist, student, writer and lover of mankind. 
At any rate, I know of no one else; I think your 
contribution is unique. All past honors and rec- 
ognitions—and all future ones, as well—are hon- 
estly and richly merited. 

“I wish we saw more of each other, and I too 
hope we can get together during the coming 
year. Best wishes to you both.” 
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NOW A LETTER like that —well, I don’t mind 
saying it starts a glow away down in a fellow’s 
toes and keeps spreading until it reaches the 
very tip of his head. It is interesting that both 
this and the letter which follows come from men 
who are spending their lives in the cause of con- 
servation and whom Td call philosophers as 
well as scientists in their chosen field. 

“Sometimes I think, says the last one, “that 

everybody is out of step but me and thee. One 

of the biggest fallacies which exists today in the 
minds of so-called sportsmen, outdoor writers 
and editors is this thought that only the game 
species have a right to live—that anything which 
preys upon these game species, except man, is 
highly undesirable and should be eradicated. 
Meanwhile we wildlife men try to justify the 
existence of non-game birds and animals solely 
on their role in the balance of nature. Why 
don’t we just say they have a right to exist 
because they are living creatures—interesting 
and beautiful. I’m convinced this is as valid 
an argument as any we've yet given for the 
continuance of human existence.”

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Ks’ Among Best Eating Fish 


This is True—If Prepared Right Even if "Sole" Is Really Flounder 


By Hoyt Alden 


HAT delicate fish, the sole, has 
T probably been responsible for 

more culinary debate than any- 
thing else that swims. These de- 
dates have gone on for a hundred 
years but they have all been 
among the professionals since the 
Little Woman has her own ideas 
and is not to be Wooed away from 
them. She rolls the fillets in plen- 
ty of flour and fries them up as 
hard as a ping pong paddle and 
that takes care of the situation as 
far as she is cdncerned. 

There is practically no true sole 
in American waters, so what we 
get is flounder but it still ranks 
among the best of the eating fish, 
when prepared with a little skill 
and imagination. Up in Maine 
where they don’t go in for too 
many fancy frills they pay no at- 
tention to the French chefs either 
but their fillets are as good as you 
can find. 

Like this: 

Simmer six nice fillets in two 
cups of water with a small sliced 
onion, a little parsley and a couple 
of peppercorns. After 15 minutes 
remove carefully to a buttered 
baking dish. Sprinkle with salt, 
pepper, two tablespoons of lemon 
juice and two tablespoons of white 
wine. Cover and bake for 10 min- 
utes. 


Make a sauce like this: 


Melt two tablespoons of butter 
and stir in two tablespoons of 
flour. Now add a cup of fish 
stock. Stir. Now comes two 
slightly beaten egg yolks and 
when all is blended, a couple of 
tablespoons of heavy cream. 
move from the fire and add a 
fourth of a cup of sauted mush- 
rooms, a pinch of parsley and a 
dash of white wine. Stir some 
more and pour over the filets.

Re- 
turn and bake until crumbs are 
brown.

Surfacing Lumber. 

IME was when a character 
T* on building a shelf or a 

bookcase could be pretty par- 
ticular about the lumber he bought 
for the job, but nowadays you 
take what you can get and con- 
sider yourself lucky to get even 
that much.

South opened with his highest 
ranking suit, spades, so that he 
would have no rebidding problem 
if North responded with two dia- 
monds or two clubs, Actually, 
North made unusual use of the 
Blackwood convention to discover 
whether South had the two miss- 
ing aces, and then jumped directly 
to the slam at spades, gambling 
that South would either fill in the 
diamond suit or make out in some 
other fashion. 

West opened the club queen. At 
the second trick South led a low 
spade to his ace, then cashed his 
top hearts and ruffed a heart 
with the spade jack. The 3-3 
heart break was fortunate, and 


now South led a low spade from 


dummy. East put up the king 
and returned aclub, which dummy 
ruffed with its remaining honor, 
so that South could re-enter his 
own hand with a trump, South 
picked up East’s last trump, 
cashed the good hearts, and then, 
since he had to dispose of another 
club, was forced to take the dia- 
mond finesse. It failed, and the 
slam contract was lost. 

South did not handle his entries 
properly. It would have been 
more logical at the second. trick 
to lead a heart to the ace, to ruff 
a club, then to lead dummy’s sec- 
ond heart and ruff another club, 
Now South could lead a spade to 
the ace and ruff a heart.
